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Dui’in^ the jieriod Xoveniher 18 to December IT, 1901, Mr. 
and Mrs. Rudolf Freund traveled in Surinam and made small 
collections of vertebi’ates and insects for the Yale Peabody Mu- 
seum of Natural History. They collected birds at thi'ee locali- 
ties in southern Surinam. One of these localities (Kavseroe- 
ber^te Airstrip) had been visited in October of the same yeai- by 
Mr. Harry A. Beatty who collected bii’ds there for the Cliicago 
Museum of Natural History (Blake, 19()1). To our knowledge 
no ])revious collections of birds have been made at the two 
other localities visited by the Freunds (Sipaliwini Airstrip and 
Paru Savannah). 

The Freunds collected a total of 117 birds which they pre- 
served in 10 percent Imffered Formalin. ^Vhe^ the specimens 
arrived at the IVaibody Museum they wei'e washed in water and 
then stored in TO ]jer cent alcohol. All specimens were dried 
with a jet of com])ressed air and then identified; d‘2 .sj)eciinen> 
were pre])ared as study skins by Mr. David H. Parsons.

Kaysergebergte Airstrip. 'Phe Freunds collected 58 birds jit 
Kaysergebergte Airstri]) (see ma])) from XOvembei* 23 through 
December (>, IJOl. This airstrip is one of seven recently built 
during ‘3)peration Grassho])per,'’ a ])rogram which is opening 
tlie ])revioiisly almost inaccessible forested interior of Surinam 
to travel. Kaysergebergte Airstrip is a clearing of approxi- 
mately 200 by 2000 yards in the trojiical forest. Most of the 
specimens were collected near or at the forest edge bordering 
the airstri]); some were collected along trails from the airstri]:) 
to nearby Oran je Creek. 

Sipaliwiiii Airstrip and Parii Savannah. J lie Freunds col- 
lected 58 birds at Si])aliwini Airstrip and Paru Savannah 
December T througli 11, 1901. Si])aliwini is the southernmost 
of seven airstrips constructed during '’‘Oj)eration Grasshoj)])er” 
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(see ma})). It is close to the vast Parii SaA'annah 
tends from Britisli Guiana throuo*h southernmost Su idlll A; 
Frencli Guiana down into northern IB'azil where it foivms the 
draiuao;e basin of tlie nortliern tributaries of the Amazon.

From Slpaliwini tlie Freunds traveled by dugout southeast up 
the Sipaliwini River to its junction with \her Gebroeders Creek;

19B1. by Dr. Geijskes and Corporal Ihjpers. The camp is 
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located on Vier Gebroeders Creek wliich at tliis |)oint forms 
the meeting’ place of the troj)ical forest and the Paru Sa- 
vanna In In December the Paru Savannah is criss-crossed with 
drv creek beds lined with Mauritius Palms, shrubs and lux- 
uriant growth of grasses and sedges three feet in height. All 
biials were collected in vegetation boi’dering the drv creek beds.
